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Regular and Special Budgets 
For the Year 1924 


NE year is very much like another in the problems that confront the 
American Bible Society. There is, however, a difference this year, and 
we are facing new problems such as never confronted the Society before in 

its history. We refer, of course, to the terrible earthquake in Japan, which, in 
a moment of time, demolished the work of years. Printing plates in twenty-five 
or more languages and dialects, valued at not less than $250,000, were utterly 
destroyed. Books, and materials out of which books were to be manufactured, 
were destroyed by the thousands, bringing the losses of the Society up to nearly 
$300,000. 


The making of plates is with the Society a regular part of its program, but 
never before has it been confronted with so large a task as that which is created 
by these losses. The Society has proceeded on the theory that the Christian 
people of this country would not wish to see any decrease in the Society’s regu- 
lar program as the result of these losses; so that the budget of 1924 is prac- 
tically the same as that of 1923, amounting to $1,172,319. 


This means that we have two budgets this year: one for the Society’s 
regular work, and one for the special needs in the Far East created by the 
earthquake. This has put us under the necessity of making a double appeal to 
our friends. It is not our custom to send more than one appeal a year to those 
who contribute to the Society; but the unprecedented circumstances have made 
two appeals imperative; and we hope. that our friends may respond, as gener- 
ously as their means permit, both in carrying forward the regular program of 
1924 and also in meeting the needs of the special budget as already described. 


Our readers perhaps ought to be reminded again that the Society’s losses by 
the Japanese earthquake affect not only Japan, but also China, Siam and the 
Philippine Islands, because much of the printing for all of these countries was 
done in Yokohama. Vast areas of the Far East are very seriously affected by 
these losses, and the whole missionary program of evangelism will be greatly 
retarded. It is our hope that we may begin at once the remaking of the plates 
that have been lost. We are entirely dependent upon the generosity of our 
friends to make this possible. 


During the course of the year a report will be made, through the columns 
of the RECORD, of the progress of our “Japan Earthquake Fund”; and we ear- 
nestly hope that every reader of the RECORD may participate in this fund by a 
gift direct to the American Bible Society, Bible House, Astor Place, New York 


City, New York.

In a proper comparison between the amount appropriated for the 
Foreign Agencies, which apparently is much larger, and that for the Home 
Agencies, it is important to state that over three-fourths of the amount of 
$400,000 listed under “5—PusLicaTIoN” is used in the manufacture and 
purchase of Scriptures for the Home Agencies, and not charged in their 
appropriation as the books purchased for or manufactured by the Foreign 
Agencies are.

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Far-reaching Effects of Japan’s Earthquake 


UNGRY mouths have been fed, and tem- 

porary houses are already relieving the 
immediate needs of most of the sufferers from 
the great earthquake. Thousands of pupils are 
again busy at their studies in improvised bar- 
racks; and even the maimed are receiving re- 
lief in makeshift hospitals provided for their 
needs. Congregations are being gathered to- 
gether for spiritual instruction. Tokyo and 
Yokohama are already beginning to rise from 
the ruins, or at least plans are rapidly being 
formed for the rehabilitation of these devas- 
tated districts, 

A far-reaching effect of the destruction is 
the cutting off of the source of supply of Scrip- 
tures which flowed out from the great Fukuin 
printing plant in Yokohama, reaching to the 


uttermost parts of eastern and southeastern 


Asia. As reported in the December issue of 
the Recorp, the printing plates for Scriptures 
in Japanese, in Chinese, in Philippine dialects, 
and in the Siamese were lost in the fire that 
followed the earthquake. 


Recovering in Japan 

The soul-racking experiences of the earth- 
quake days created a tremendous demand for 
the Scriptures in Tokyo and throughout the 
stricken zone. As stated in the December 
Recorp, Acting Secretary Aurell has already 
secured temporary quarters on the Ginza in 
Tokyo, the American Bible Society being the 
first missionary organization to reopen for ac- 
tive operations in the devastated district. 

With stocks of Scriptures sent from Ameri- 
ca, Europe, and other depositories, the circula- 
tion of the sacred volumes is already assuming 
large proportions. The fair stock of unfolded 


printed sheets found stored outside the city 
of Yokohama is being bound, and is helping 
to relieve the situation for the present. New 
plates can be made from mats in the posses- 
sion of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
Work is going ahead for the complete rehabili- 
tation of the Agency. According to the new 
plans for the rebuilding of the city, little hope 
is held for the securing of a suitable rented 
location for the depository in Tokyo. It may 
be necessary to construct a building suitable 
for the purpose oi the Society; thus utilizing 
this opportunity to realize a long-felt need for 
the enlarging work of the Society in Japan— 
the securing of a permanent home in the capi- 
tal city. 

Tokyo is being rapidly cleaned up and re-

peopled; Yokohama is still largely a barren 
waste. Owing to protection by falling sheét 
iron, a new press that was just being installed| 
in the Fukuin Company’s pressroom is fairly 
intact and may be reconditioned and made 
usable. The surviving son.of the founder of 
the company is endeavoring to reorganize the| 
company and start work anew. The thousands] 
of dollars’ worth of type and plates were melted | 
by the fire into one massive slab of metal six 
to eight inches thick, several feet across and 
many feet long, that now lies open to the sky 
in the midst of the débris, waiting to be sal- 
vaged and remolded for future use. 
An Irreparable Loss 

The founder and genius of the development 
of the Fukuin Printing Company passed on to 
his eternal reward over a year ago. Mr. Hi- 
toshi Muraoka, Jr., the able and efficient suc- 
cessor of his honored father, perished, with 
almost one hundred of his staff, in the ruins 
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of the earthquake. Bricks and mortar and 
printing presses can be replaced, but who can 


take the places of these men? 


Apart from the material losses, it is hard to 


' calculate the loss of these consecrated, efficient 


experts in Bible making. One who has never 


had experience with untrained and unsympa- 


thetic printers on mission fields, can scarcely 
appreciate the services rendered by these men, 
who made it their life’s work to relieve the 
missionaries of the burdens of care and vexa- 
tions inseparably connected with the ordinary 
printing press. In no other place in the mis- 
sion fields in the Orient was the Bible Society 
able to obtain such splendid service as with 
the Fukuin Printing Company. May the 
mantle of their consecration and ability rest 
largely upon the sole remaining son and mem- 


ber of this splendid family! 


A Providential Incident for Siam 


Fortunately, the loss for the Siamese work 
is not so immediately pressing as was at first 
feared. The plates are lost and must be re- 
placed. However, there is no immediate dearth 
of Scriptures; for only a few days before the 
earthquake a large consignment of forty-six 
cases of Scriptures had been shipped from Yo- 
kohama. These were on the ship at sea at the 
time of the earthquake, and since have arrived 
in Bangkok. This stock postpones the neces- 
sity for curtailment of the work of circulation 
in Siam for a few months at least. 


The Philippine Work Hard Hit 


So far as the work of the Bible Society is 
concerned, perhaps the loss to the Philippines 
will be the greatest. The American Bible So- 
ciety has the sole responsibility for furnishing 
the Scriptures to the mission workers and to 
the Filipino people throughout the Islands. 

Of the principal Philippine dialects, the Bible 
has been translated into the Tagalog, Pampan- 
gan, Pangasinan, Ilocano, Bicol, Panayan, and 
the Cebuan. The New Testament is completed 
in the Ibanag; and one or more Gospels in Sa- 
mareno, Ifugao, and Joloano. The plates for 
all of these Scriptures were in the storehouse 
of the Fukuin Printing Company in Yokohama, 
and all were destroyed in the great holocaust. 

During the past decade a total of over a hun- 
dred thousand copies of Scriptures have been 
circulated each year in the Philippine Islands. 
It is impossible to calculate the total effect of 
this widespread circulation of the Word among 
the Filipino people. The Bible Society has 
paved the way for the coming of the mission- 
ary, and prepared for the founding of the 
churches throughout the islands. As a result 
of the development of the educational system 
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that has brought a million young people into 
the schools, and the general awakening of the 
Filipino people intellectually, a widespread in- 
terest in the Bible has been created. Demands 
for the printed volumes far exceed the re- 
sources of the Bible Society. 

Word from Manila reveals the fact that, at 
the time of the earthquake, a comparatively 
small stock of Scriptures was in the depository 
there. Owing to the large number of dialects, 
it was found impossible to carry a large stock 
in any one. In two or three of the dialects, the 
depository reported a fair stock of New Testa- 
ments, but no Bibles whatever in several of the 
languages, and scarcely enough in any one lan- 
guage to last more than a few weeks. To meet 
this emergency, either the regular work of the 
Society in the Islands must be curtailed in order 
to divert funds for the replacement, or a special 
grant must be provided for the making of new 
plates and for the renewal of stock. 


Revisions Begun 

In the great program of development in the 
Philippines, the supply of Scriptures simply 
must not be curtailed. The American Bible 
Society has assumed the responsibility for fur- 
nishing the books to the missionaries, to in- 
stitutions, to pastors, and to churches; in fact, 
to all the people. These early tentative ver- 
sions must be revised, the new plates made, 
and more Scriptures printed without delay. 
The Board took this under advisement at its 
meeting December 6th, and voted to make 
available immediately $20,000 for this replace- 
ment work in the Philippine Islands, expecting 
this will be received in response to the appeal. 
Revision committees are now working in two 
languages, and others are being organized. 


China’s Losses 


The immediate loss to the China Agency 
totals some 4,000 volumes in unbound stock, 
18,000 pages of mats, from which metal plates 
are made, and some 13,600 pages of stereo- 
plates. This included the only set of plates for 
the Soochow Colloquial Bible. There were 
duplicates of most of the other plates in Shang- 
hai. While the China Agency had secured 
some local printing in Shanghai, for years the 
bulk of the production of Chinese Scriptures 
had been by the Fukuin Printing Company in 
Yokohama. From duplicate plates in Shang- 
hai, processes of printing can be undertaken, 
but at an increased cost to what it had been 
secured in Yokohama. New plates for the 
very important Soochow Colloquial must be 
made and others replaced as soon as possibte. 
Until this is done, Scripture circulation in 
China will be seriously curtailed. 
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Winning the Young to the Bible 
The Bible Readers’ Club

larizing the Bible among the public school children, that is also worthy of emulation. 


URING the McPherson meetings in 

Rochester, N. Y., a year ago, the Y. M. 

C. A. of that city gave away 18,000 Bibles. We 
may guess how many will be read. 

Dallas Love Sharp, writing on ‘‘Education 

for Individuality,’ emphasizes what most 

Christian people straightway accept and as 


prepared substitute. We are a Bible-starved 
nation. There is positively no substitute for 
the Bible, nothing to take its place, nothing yet 
devised, or to be devised, that will do at all for 
the old authorized Bible.” 

The difficulty is to get people to read the 
Bible when they have one. I have been led by 
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Tue Brett Reapers’ CLus or Durant, OKLAHOMA—Rey. J. H. Summerton and the host of 


straightway forget; viz., the immense value of 
the Bible in education. He calls attention to 
the great stress laid upon this thought, and 
vigorously voices his protest against the prac- 
tical denial to the children of this age of this 
source of English education; and he further 
declares in energetic fashion that we are a 
Bible-starved nation. 

He says further: “The Bible is the human- 
ist book in the world, and the King James ver- 
sion of it is not only the greatest book in Eng- 
lish literature, but the very source and founda- 
tion of it. Without the Bible, English litera- 
ture is so wholly unthinkable, that it strikes the 
mind as absurd; and an English education with- 
out the Bible is quite as unthinkable, but far 
from absurd. It is a denial. Children now- 
adays go to Sunday school, but not with a 
Bible; nor do they read out of a Bible when 
they arrive. They read from a lesson leaf, a 


the Holy Spirit into a plan that has already 
worked wonders in getting children and young 
people to read the four Gospels at least. 

But the main object I had in view was to get 
these children to read the Bible. The problem 
was how to accomplish that end. And here I 
prayed for the guidance of the Spirit. After 
considering all plans which suggested them- 
selves to me, I ordered a few copies of John’s 
Gospel from the American Bible Society at 
Dallas. Upon their arrival I hardly knew how 
I was going to use them to the best advantage ; 
but I recalled that blessed passage of Psalm 
32:8, “TI will counsel with thee with mine eye 
upon thee,” and I knew that some plan would 
unfold itself. 


Experimenting 


After further study upon the matter, I 
evolved a plan, which I tried out with success, 
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first upon little Johnny R., eleven years old, 
a non-Sunday school boy. I showed this boy 
the Book of John, a complete book in itself, 
and made the proposition to him that, if he 
would take good care of it, and read it and 
not soil it, he could have it for the time being. 
He was told that it was the most sacred book 
in the world, and ought to be given the best 
of care. He readily accepted the proposition. 
I then told him that, if he read that through 
and committed to memory the sixteenth verse 
of the third chapter, that, in like manner, I 
would give him other books,—Mark, Matthew 
and Luke,—and that when the four Gospels 
were finished he was to have a brand-new, gold- 
edged New Testament. This boy soon earned 
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lines, one of these anxious mothers walked ten 
blocks in the rain to get her next number. It 
is best to give out just one book at a time. 


Thoroughness 


The above concrete examples explain my 
plan. In this same way, I have put out num- 
bers and numbers of copies of the Gospels as 
well as Testaments. 

I do not give them the Gospels, but merely 
loan them to the children; because I felt that, 
if they understood that they were borrowed 
books, they would take better care of them 
than if I gave the books to them outright. 

And at the same time I figured that, when 
they got the gold-edged book, they would like- 


m he has interested in reading the Bible. 


-and became the proud possessor of this New 
Testament. 

It was worth the price of the book to see the 
boy’s eyes at the sight of the much-coveted 
prize,—a gold-edged book,—gold seeming to be 
a powerful magnet for him. Since receiving 
the merited prize he has read it through a num- 
ber of times. 

The above plan was worked on two sisters, 
thirteen and fifteen years of age respectively, 
who each earned the much-desired prize, and 
thereafter were so careful of the books that 
they would hardly allow the younger children 
to look at them. 

I am also working this plan with mothers 
that have children not old enough to read. To 
these I give a coarse-printed Testament and 
Psalms combined, because, as a rule, one will 
read any book more often if the print is at- 
tractive. And today, while I am writing these

wise take better care of it, although it was 
their own. I required them to commit to mem- 
ory the Beatitudes, and to read the whole New 
Testament through after receiving it. I also 
permit them, if they find a verse they like bet- 
ter than others in their Gospels, to draw a line 
around it. I found most of them teachable, 
anxious to learn about God; in fact, more so 
than many grown-ups. 


How the Work Spread 


The problem then was, How could I spread 
this work more rapidly than I could spread it 
individually? I then hit upon the plan of lay- 
ing this scheme before our men’s Bible Class 
of the Sunday school, and the class promised 
hearty co-operation. Therefore, after a child 
had read the four Gospels through, the child’s 
name and address were to be given to some 
member of the men’s class, whose duty it is to 
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provide the Testament and take it to the child, 
or have the child come to him for it. This gives 
him an additional opportunity of encouraging 
the child, and thereby acting the big brother ; 
likewise it offers an inspiration to both. It is 
advisable to give a fifteen-year-old girl a little 
larger Testament than the one destined to a ten- 
year-old. 
A Later Letter—Big Things 

We are in for big things, and are going to 
do them the big way. 

In less than one year we have grown from 
zero to over seven hundred to date, and are 
still growing. We need fear nothing as long 
as we are in God’s will. There is not the shadow 
of a doubt but that he wants every living being 
to get a knowledge of the Bible, and how can 
we obtain that without study? “Wherewith 
shall a young man cleanse his way? By taking 
heed thereto according to thy Word’—Psalm 
11959. ° How ‘can a) child) take heed, of “the 
Word unless he has access to it? Therefore, we 
are endeavoring to put the Bible in the home, 
even in some of them where the little tots have 
to have Mamma read to them—and there are 
many of them. 


Experience Develops Plans 

We have to learn many things in this work 
by experience. The children sometimes lose 
the “little red book,’ and sometimes confess 
and offer to pay for same. Lately, they have 
been required to pay a nickel for the lost one. 
Recently, as the teachers were being told to 
require payment for the lost book, one twelve- 
year-old came forward with his money, saying 
he had lost the first book, but no one knew it 
but himself. 

There are two boys in Junior High trying 
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to pull through, who each owned the complete 
Bible in one volume. They asked if they could 
take the course. Of course, they could, be- 
cause, before they get the much-coveted prize, 
they have read the four Gospels, and are 
pledged to read the entire New Testament after 
receiving same. What’s the use of a Bible un- 
less we can read it? One little girl on South 
side did not quite understand the proposition, 
signed up, read the four Gospels and received 
the prize, and has nearly finished the whole 
book. She owned a Testament, but Mamma 
failed in getting her to read the same. 


Passing Them On 


We did not get into all the schools early 
enough this past winter. We have been giving 
an eight-weeks’ course as follows: 

After the South Ward had the Gospel of 
John two weeks, they were passed on to 
East Ward; when they have been reading 
them two weeks, they are replaced by the Gos- 
pel of Mark and passed on to Central Ward; 
and likewise to Junior High. It would have 
taken too many books to have started all of 
them at the same time. We have already had 
more than 1,200 Gospels at four cents each. 

The following is a list of pupils reading the 
Gospels who will receive a Testament later on. 
South Ward has already received the most of 
their rewards:

A Notable Tribute to Dr. Tucker, of Brazil 


AREFUL readers of the Recorp will have 
noticed in the December issue’s report of 
the November meeting of the Board, reference 
to the special attention and honors conferred 
on the Rev. Dr. H. C. Tucker, Secretary of the 
Brazil Agency. Fuller advices on what tran- 
spired are now available. The incident was 
such a happy one that we gladly share it with 
the friends of our world work, and join in rec- 
ognition of the rare spirit, beautiful service, 
and wide influence of Dr. and Mrs. Tucker, 
who have spent thirty-seven years in Brazil. 
Earlier in the year, opportunity occurred for 
them to purchase the house in which they have 
lived for many years, and where they have 
taken the part of the Good Samaritan to not a 


few Americans, Britishers, and South Ameri- 
cans, and have maintained open house to all, 
especially those in any need of the comforts, 
sympathy and help of a Christian home. It 
appears that the American Ambassador, Edwin 
B. Morgan, and some other friends, knew that 
about $1,500 was lacking to close the purchase 
of the house; and, taking advantage of the 
sixty-sixth birthday of Dr. Tucker, on October 
4th, word was passed around among the Ameri- 
can community and friends. The result is set 
forth in the two articles which we copy from 
the Brazilian American. The article on ‘“Grati- 
tude” was the opening editorial, it being printed 
in bold-face type and placed in the center of 
the column which was devoted entirely to it. 
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We rejoice in this generous recognition of 
the qualities and service of our fellow-workers. 
Dr. Tucker, in writing of the occasion, says: 
“We are profoundly grateful and are praying 
that all may be capitalized for the furtherance 
of Christ’s kingdom. * * * The deed has 
been signed, and all papers are now in order, 
and the property is ours. We pray that God 
may help us to use it to his glory among men.”

“Among those present were three persons 
who had greeted Dr. Tucker upon his arrival in 
Rio de Janeiro over thirty-seven years ago: 
Mr. S. T. Longstreth, the dean of the American

City Bank to make certain the acquisition of 
their home at 155 Rua Paysandu. 

“Dr. Tucker, deeply moved by the unexpect- 
ed fervor of this demonstration in his honor, 
replied that it was difficult to express his ap- 
preciation. He assured the guests that he and 
his wife had sought only to make a home here, 
where all might find a genuine welcome, and 
that they had done selfishly what they con- 
sidered would be the greatest pleasure to them. 
He protested further that he found a supreme 
satisfaction in the friendships which he had 
made among the Brazilian people, and in the 
contribution which it had been his good fortune 
to make in the cementing of cordial relations 
between the United States and Brazil. 

“A feature of the occasion was the rendering 
of two medleys of the old favorite American 
airs, concluding with a stirring rendition of 
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the Star Spangled Banner. When ‘Way Down 
in Dixie’ was played, there was prolonged ap- 
plause, as the audience well knew that Mrs. 
Tucker is a daughter of Virginia, while Dr. 
Tucker is a loyal son of Tennessee.” 


“On Gratitude’* 


“Everybody knows that gratitude—unless it 
be the kind which has been described as a lively 
sense of favors to come—is not the current 
coin of human nature. It is even less so with 
communities than with individuals, contrary to 
certain virtues which are most easily practiced 
collectively. 

“The mob ego is generally the acme of self- 
ishness. Machiavelli, the prince of mephisto- 
phelian diplomatists, sensed it well when he 
laid down the famous rule that ‘ingratitude is 
the duty of nations.’ The rule has been indeed 
observed more faithfully than any other. 

“Happily there are notable exceptions, and 
cynics are sometimes in the wrong: The trib- 
ute paid to Dr. Hugh C. Tucker last Thursday 
upon the occasion of his sixty-sixth birthday, 
in recognition ‘of his long years of disinterested 
service and devotion to the interests and wel- 
fare of the English-speaking community in Rio 
de Janeiro,’ is one of those gratifying instances 
of genuine appreciation of a man’s worth and 
of benefits received. 

“In most communities there is usually to be 
found at least one man who unassumingly

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typifies the very best that they have to offer. 
Riches he has not, as a rule, but such earthly 
possessions as may be his he gives away more 
freely than his opulent neighbors. No mis- 
fortune appeals to him in vain. ‘With malice 
towards none, with charity towards all’ seems 
to be his motto. He is every man’s kindly ad- 
viser, the safe guide, the genial philosopher, 
the ever-dependable friend. The roof of his 
house may be leaking, but his front door and 
front gate are always open, and his hospitable 
board is ever accessible. His mind is equally 
receptive. And he exemplifies the truth of 
Plato’s maxim, ‘To understand everything is to 
forgive everything.’ 

“Dr. Tucker belongs to this class of man. He 
is more than a doctor of divinity; he is above 
all a doctor of human kindness. As the Ameri- 
can Ambassador so aptly said at the Thursday 
luncheon, ‘he is one of those few men we can- 
not go on without. We must anchor him here.’ 

“Tt is not surprising, therefore, that British 
and Americans vied with each other in their 
desire to pay him a fitting tribute. It was one 
of the most spontaneous demonstrations of 
friendship that Rio has ever witnessed. 

“A community which can express itself in 
such a manner is certainly not to be despaired 
of. Its heart is in the right place. May it cul- 


tivate the habit of manifesting its gratitude. ©

A Japanese Letter of Gratitude

HE American people have had many mis- 

conceptions in regard to the Japanese 
people. They have been described in far too 
many of our public journals as a warlike, over- 
ambitious nation, who would surely sooner or 
later involve us in a very serious war, that 
would threaten all our cities on the Pacific 
coast. 

The recent great disaster caused by the earth- 
quake and fires which entirely destroyed Yoko- 
hama and greatly damaged Tokyo and other 
cities, led the American people to manifest such 
a quick and generous response to the call for 
aid from Japan, that the relations between these 
two countries have been cemented as never 
before. The spirit of gratitude has never been 
absent from either Japan or China. Individuals 
from the great “Empire of Nippon” have al- 
ways been prompt to acknowledge any kind- 
ness shown to them by missionaries or others. 


The incident that I am about to relate, illus- 
trates not only this spirit of gratitude, but it 
particularly teaches the lesson, and enforces the 
truth, of the inspired passage: “Cast thy bread 
upon the water; thou shalt find it after many 
days.” 

While the Secretaries of the various Home 
Agencies of the American Bible Society were 
in session in New York from March Ist to 8th, 
1923, it so happened that the Japanese steam- 
ship “Fuji Maru” was lying at pier C, Jersey 
City. The chief officer on March 1, 1923, sent 
a letter written in English addressed “To Chief 
Missionary in Bible House, New York.” 

This note—because of its contents—was de- 
livered to me, and illustrates the value of per- 
sonal colportage work. The Philadelphia Bible 
Society, which is purely a city society, employs 
as its colporteur a Presbyterian clergyman, the 
Rev. H. R. Bent, who was formerly a mis- 
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sionary in China. It was his visit to the Japa- 
nese steamer lying at Philadelphia in the 
Delaware River in June, 1922, that led to the 
conversion of this chief officer and several 
others. 

His letter is here reproduced exactly as writ- 
ten, with the peculiar Japanese idioms. It con- 
tains encouragement for all distributors of the 
Scriptures among the foreigners who may be 
only transient visitors to our shores: 


Dear Sir: 


Many thanks for your kind persuasion for leading 
us to Christian. 

I think you will remember the name of “S/S Fuji 
Maru,” which was lying at Philadelphia in June last 
year, and that you came on board for distribution of 
New Testaments written in Japanese. Most of my 
crew will remember an old gently looking man stood 
on deck and gave them several copies of Holy books 
among people on board. I thought this old peaceful 
to be an angel from Father in Heaven. Here, I am 
glad to inform you that many people on board have 
read new testaments since that time, and especially 
that two or three men have decided to be a christian 
and believe the Lord Jesus Christ, the Saviour, 
died for us. 

At first I did not know what Jesus Christ is, but 
now I have read through the new testament and 
have come to believe God, and I believe that other 
people will perhaps become to believe God gradually. 
I think, in Japan, there are millions of good people 
who are ignorant of what Jesus Christ is. If they 
know of what Father in Heaven is, they ought to 
believe in Him. 
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They say that the woolworth building, in New 
York, is the highest structure in the world, and from 
top of it they can see the whole view of city, but 
I see in Philadelphia the highest tower named “Scrip- 
ture” up through the sky from top of it, I can see 
the Kingdom of Heaven. 

I hope you will endeavor to make all the people 
see this tower and also give them everlasting life 
by your Holy Spirit. 

Here I express profound thanks for your endless 
best endeavors rendered to human being for the sake 
of the peace in the world.

That 
rather surprises a resident of the north tem- 
perate zone. The magazine is evidently proud 
of the country in which it is published. Run- 
ning along the margin of one page is the state- 
ment, “Brazil is the fourth largest country in 
the world”; along another page, “The State of 
Goyaz is larger than France”; on another, “The 
State of Sao Paulo is twice the size of New 
York”; and on still another page is the state- 
ment, “The Amazon Valley stretches from the 
Atlantic to Peru.”

Luther B. Wilson. 

The minutes of the seventh stated meeting of the 
Board of Managers were presented and approved, as 
were the minutes of the various standing committees. 

A supplementary grant of Scriptures, up to $200, 
was made for the work among the American Indian 
children, to the Home Missions Council. 

General Secretary Haven was authorized to arrange 
for representation from our Agencies in the field at 
the proposed regional conferences in Northwest 
Africa, Egypt, Syria, Palestine, etc. 

The General Secretaries were authorized to arrange 
for a celebration of the centennial of the Robert 
Morrison translation of the Bible into Chinese. 

The Treasurer reported the following consign- 
ments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies during the 
month of October, 1923: Caribbean, 1,184 volumes, 
valued at $208.13; Mexico, 657 volumes, valued at 
$712.16; total volumes, 1,841; total value, $920.29. 

The issues from the Bible House during the month 
of October, 1923, were 295,343.
